It would have 
been decidedly unfmir to have al- 
lowed women in provinces where 
the franchise’ had been granted 
them; {o vote in Dominion. con- 
tests and denied the franchise 
right to women of other provin- 
ces.

The fact that the granting of 
women franchise for -the Bomin- 
ion wilh necessitate the preparat- 
ion of, special Dominion voters’ 
lists makes the general franchise 
extension proposal unwelcome to 
the Liberals. They were anxious 
that women in the provinces 
where the franchise «had already 
been allowed should te given the 
vote but are opposed to opening 
up the other provinces to the 
women, The sincerity of their 
enthusiasm for women’s suffrage 
may be judged from this stand. 

Special Dominion voters lists 
will mean that provincial gover- 
mments, which -have, ‘hitherto 
compiled. the lists on which Do- 
minion elections have been held, 
will no longer -have the privilege. 
All provincial. governments in 
Canada with the exception of 
two are Liberal.

‘Provincial Liberal governments 
are pleased to assist their party 
in ‘federal fighting and there are 
many ways in the compilation of 
fhe voter’s lists; whereby they 
could help. 

Sir Wilfrid: Laurier is enthusis- 
stic for women suffrage up to the 
point where his party chances of 
success at the polls become invol- 
ved. For\the sake of power he 
would be willing to sanction a 
great. wrong to many thousands 
of the women -of Canada.

CANADA WILL FULFILL HEI 
'- PLEDGE TO THE EMPIRE 


Sir Robert Borden’s announce- 
ment brings a feeling of ;;reat 
relief to' the. majority of Camad- 
jians. 

It has been apparent to evcry- 
one for many weeks past that, 
as. the premier said,“‘the volun- 
tary system will not yield furth- 
er substantial results.” At the 
meetings which have. been held i 
connection with Mr. Blondin’s 
spirited. recruiting campaign in 
Quebec} Gen. Lessard, while urg- 
ing voluntary enlistment, * has 
been telling his fellow French- 
Canadians that he considered a 
conscription measure inevitable. 
All through the English-speaking 
provinces there has been a stea- 
dy growth of sentiment in favor 
of such a step. Recent events ia 
Europe and! the action taken b y 
the American congress have 
strengthened this and four out 
of five persons in our own vicinity 
are now agreed that for Canada 
to hold back would te a nation- 
al disgrace. 

To do so would be to impair 
very seriously the glory that the 
war has brought ys and to prove 
false not only to the cause of 
freedom and of civilization but 
to the men who have been repre- 
sentiny us on the firing line. 

That the government would ha- 
ve reached this decision sooner 
if Sir Robert, Borden had been in 
Canada during the last three 
months there is every reason to 
believe. Since he left to attend 
the All-important council of the 
Empire, the United Ltates has 
entered the war. 

So long as it was a neutral 
power, a serious obstacle to 
Canadian conscription existed. 
But things are different now and 
there is no reasonable excuse for 
delay. 

The premier has acted prompt- 
ly within a few days of his re-

ery citizen who desires the triu- 
mph of the Allied Arms. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier is non-com- 
mittal in his remarks. This isa 
pity. An immediate agreement 
on his part to support the mea- 
sure proposed would have had ,a 
most beneficial effect. 

Many Liberal newspapers have 
been urging such a step and at- 
tacking the government b:cause 
it did not take it. It is to be 
sincerly hoped that they will now 
prove true to these. professions 
and that their influence will be 
such as to bring the official par- 
ty policy into line with their 
views. 

If the question is mot an issue 
between the parties much of the 
dificulty which the enforcement 
of compulsion will entail will be 
avoided. But there will still be 
trouble to overcome, even with 
this hoped for agreement. 

There are elements ‘by, no means 
confined to Quebec, which are 
prepared to offer resistence and 
the government is entitled to all 
possible support in Carrying out 
its programme from those who 
are anxious to ‘have Canada 
do its duty in this great emerg. 
ency. 

It has required courage on the 
part of the premier to make the 
move. No one who has followed 
the discussions of the last few 
months can be in any doubt up 
on that point. Under the best 
conditions that can be hoped tor 
he will not find at easy sailing 
in putting his plans into effect. 
But he is doing what is so esse 
ntially the right thing that he 
meed have no fear of the final 
vindication.
